Henry Resigns! 
In Ravenswood: 
Successor Named 


Paul Henry, for two years super- 
intendent of the Ravenswood ele- 
mentary school district, resigned at 
a meeting of the board of trustees 
and Stanley Schnepple, principal of 
Willow school, was appointed to 
succeed him, effective immediately.

General Chairman 
Named For 1948 
Chest Fund Drive 


James L. Porter, president of the 
San Mateo County Community 
Chest, announced that William F.

The proposed 1948-1949 budget of 
the Menlo Park elementary school 
district will be submited to the pub- 
lic at an open hearing before the 
trustees at Central school at 17:30 


\>.m. next Monday, Aug. 2. 


At that time, residents of the 
district will be given opportunity 
to express their views on expend- 
itures for the approaching school 
year. 

On the same evening, the board 
of trustees will consider a possible 
increase in the tax levy of the 
district to meet costs of a proposed 
new elementary school to serve 
the western area. 

At a recent public session, a ma- 
jority of persons attending expressed 
their willingness to pay a higher tax 
rate if necessary for the immediate 
construction of a new school to re- 
lieve overcrowding and avert the 
re-allocation of pupils in the west- 
ern area from Fremont to Central 
school. 

While not bound by the expres- 
sion of residents, the board statec 
it would consider that opinion in 
any action toward building the pro- 
posed new school. 

The district has a permisive maxi- 
mum tax rate of $2 per $100 of as- 
sessed valuation, of which $1.10 
would be for a building program. 
The permissive rate has not yet 
been used and the actual rate has 
been 90 cents.

The overall budget this year is 
$134,609. The total is not exactly 
comparable with last year’s budget 
of $86,750 as the total was made up 
somewhat differently. Adjusted to 
the same accounting basis as last 
year’s figures, the budget this year 
would be $126,609, still an increase 
of 46 per cent. Included in the in- 
crease, are the $10,000 cost of street 
lighting, which was a separate tax 
item last year, and an $8254 recrea- 
tion budget in connection with our 
Dibble acquisition One-tenth of the 
increase was accounted for by adop- 
tion of the retirement system. In- 
creases in population made it nec- 
essary to add one man each to the 
police department, street depart- 
ment and park department. Condi- 
tions rquired a general salary in- 
crease for city employees. General 
government expense also was great- 
er this lyear as compared with last, 
as a city manager’s salary was not 
contemplated at the time the last 
budget was made up. 


As a very rough generalization, the 
46 per cent increase in the city’s 
budget may be divided one-half for 
new services (street lighting, rec- 
reation program, etc), one-quarter 
for new personnel due to growth 
(additional police, street and park 
men and city manager), and one- 
quarter to meet higher material 
prices and wage and salary levels, 
including retirement.

ATHERTON

The El Camino Real in San Mateo 
County had been improved as far 
south as Redwood City by the end of 
1940, The plans for the work to be 
done in the section passing through 
the Town of Atherton were dis- 
cussed with the State Department 
of Highways. Storm drainage had 
become a problem of major import- 
ance as the property between the 
highway and the hills was gradually 
being converted from agricultural to 
residential and the drainage area 
was decreasing. 

During the period 1939-41 our lend 
lease and other war activities creat- 
ed the feeling that we would soon be 
in actual conflict with Germany and 
Japan.

ogy. MacArthur sent word to this 
irate character that he was getting 
the same treatment. an American 
would for violating the law of a 
Russian zone. “No apology”, he said. 
The Russian was impressed. “What 
a man!” he exclaimed, completely 
pacified. 

Under identical circumstances. 
General Sokolovsky had his pardon 
begged abjectly by American offic- 
ials in Berlin. Is it any wonder, then, 
that he lays down the law to them 
according to his fancy? 

For the Berlin corridor debacle, 
we must blame our own stupidity. 
Even with a signed agreement we 
should, probably, have paid the 
price for trusting men whose type 
has long considered covenants mere: 
“scraps of paper.” With a verbal un- 
derstanding only it were childish to 
bring up a point of honor. We must, 
no matter how regretfully, disclose 
our teeth. If English is not under- 
stood in Moscow, we shall have to 
talk Russian to Russia.
